g(  uci  al  .>>ecretary,  that  the  war  had 
brought  about  a  steady  liurrase  in 
the  work  of  the  association.  Private 
.wcial  aianelaa  all'  acroaa  Canada 
had  had  the  sattie  experience,  Judg- 
li^K  by  the  recent  news  letter  of  the 
Canadian  Wrlfaip  Coumil,  Ottawa 
excerpts  of  wiilch  were  read 

"Private  welfare  agencies  in  Can- 
ada, like  individuals,  have  added 
war  wdrt\T&  their  Qkual  activities 
Tliey  are  giving  .services  to  .soldiers' 
f.milie.s,  supervising  iiomes  at  the 
request  of  husbands  and  fathers  In 
uniform,  counseling  and  encourag- 
ing the  wife  and  mother, -helping  to 
straighten  om   prnblcms  Invohhik; 
the  children,  and  meeting  many  a 
need  with  the  kindness,  sympathy 
and  wisdom  acquired  through  long 
years  of  experience  in  dealing  with 
i  people  wiio  turn  to  them  In  time 
'  of  btrcM  and  difficulty    .  .  .  Be- 
cause the  social  workers  willingly 
shouldered  the  extra  tasks  that  war 
brought,  St  the  same  time  carrying 
on   their   usual   work,    they  have 
saved  every  man  and  wanan  in 
Canada  fr^  having -^t»i.make.  ad- 
dtlonal  sacrifices,  which  the  setting 
up  of  new  agencies  and  their  main- 
tenance would  have  cost.   In  this 
way  the  social  workers  have  enabled 
Canada  to  keep  more  funds,  avail- 
able to  carry  on  the  war  Itself."
